Cooley of the Interstate Commission, in a 
letter to Chairman Blanchard of the Central 
Traffic Association, says: ‘‘I hope the man- 

rs will not overlook the necessify for con- 
tinuing their efforts in the direction of a ani- 
forme ification of freight. such ca- 
tion must be brougut about before the lapse of 
any great length of time, and, if not agreed 
upon by the managers themselves, is certain, 
I think, to be compelled by law: and you will 
understand much better than the gen- 
eral public how vastly injurious i must 
be to railroad interests and to 
the public at large to have this 
done suddenly and ander forced action. It 
ought to be approached gradually, deliverate- 
ly, and In a spirit of concession. The conces- 
sions must necessarily be n many in- 
stances to some extent damaging—but how- 
ever great the injuries may be they cannot 
possibly equal these which would follow from 
a forced unification. 

In a letter to Chairman Midgeley of the 
Southwestern Eailway Freight Association, 
Judge Cooley says: ‘‘I trust the railroad man- 
azers arefully impressed with the necessity 
of coming to some agreement in the matter of 
classification. You have doubtiess observed 
what was donein the House of Representa- 
tives a few days since on that subject. I can- 
not suppose hat the action of the House will 
be concurred in by the Senate, but that a un- 
form classification will be required by law 
before any great delay I have no doubt. The 
proper authority to make it is that of the rail- 
roads themselves and they ought to act in 
view of the necessity which will soon be upon 
them. 

For more than a year past a joint counter - 
ence committee of Eastern and Western roads 
has been at work trying to bring about the 
adoption ot auniform classification, but so 
radically different were the views of the East- 
ern and Western members ot the committee 
regard! the matter that they threw up the 
jobin d a short time ago. It is hardly 
prabable that another effort to bring about a 
unification of the Eastern and Western classi- 
fications willbe madg by the railroads, and 
nothing but Co nal legislation can 
much desired reform.

THE TRUST CRAZE, 


White Lead Manufacturers Form an Iron. 
Clad Combination and Advance Prices. 


New Yorn, September 27.—The Times says: 
„The trust Graze bas reached the makers of 
white lead, and they have made an iron-clad 
combination. The first edict of the new com 
bine was given to the paint trade two or three 
days ago, when the price per ton was ad- 
vanced 316 on large orders and $2 small 
ones. All the white lead manufactdrers in 
the country, with one exception, are in the 
—— 3 The exception is the Atlantic 
White Lead & Linseed Oli Co. of this city, 
but while this cohcern is nominally out of the 
trust it is in it as much as the 
others, for the firm bas agreed to maintain 
the combination prices. The movements to- 
ward the trust have been on foot several 
months, The final arrangements, however, 
were made only a few days ago. e leading 
spirits in the enterprise, as far as this section 
of country is concerned, are the Jewett White 
Lead Co,, the Bradie White Lead Co., the 
Brooklyn White Lead Co. and the Union White 
Lead Co. Besides these and the other New 
York and Brooklyn concerns, all the big white 
lead establishments in Pittsburg, Boston, 
Philadelphia, St. Louis, Chicago and Omaha 
are represented atthe meetings and the re- 
suit is that the thirty or thirty-fiVe manufact- 
urers in the country have an organization 
that will affect the paint and oiltradetbrough- 
out the country in a marked degree. 

They have agreed to limit the output, and if 
any ol the factories do produce a surplus they 
are compelled by the terms of their agree- 
menttoturn it over to those factories that 
may not produce as much as they are allowed 
todo. The agreement is so tron-clad that the 
combination can examine the books of the dif-, 
ferent concerns included in it if it becomes 
necessary. About a year ago the firat white 
lead trust was formed. About sixteen of the 
manufacturers were interested in it, but the 
combination was not successful, and the new 
one is ite outgrowth. It is a elove 
kin to the linseed oll at 
which has been so hurtful to the paint and oll 
trade, and which was formed about elghteen 
months ago. According to the trust’s price 
list, She advance per pound is about three- 
quarters ofacent. In lots of 500 pounds the 

rice is 7 cents, less a discount of 2% per cent 
or cash in fifteen days, and a rebate of half a 
cent per pound if paid within sixty days. In 
addition to this, there is a rebate of a quarter 
of a cent per pound to buyers of ten tons dur- 
ing six months.
